by simply looking above the southern 
horizon on a summer night for a per- 
fectly shaped "teapot* The Milky 
Way, our galaxy, comes in at Sagit- 
tarius on the southern horizon and 
appears as steam coming out of the 
spout of the teapot. Sagittarius is 
officially an archer and is one of the 
twelve constellations on the ecliptic, 
so each month the moon will move 



through the constellation and 
the sun will be in Sagittarius 
during the year as Earth revolves 
around the Sun. The planets at 
different times will also move 
through the teapot.
